Usually only a few copies are provided and, I repeat, they are provided 
only to the customer at his request. A sampling of NFAC customers sug- 
gests that these unnumbered copies are used to meet unanticipated 
requirements for supplemental distribution or, on occasion, for sani- 
tized versions of the numbered report. 


2. Control of such unnumbered copies would, of course, be the 
responsibility of the customer, and those we talked to assured us that 
control is maintained.

I think the question of ead! numbered and unnumbered 
reports has been slightly misinterpreted. It was my understanding 
that David was talking about the report which he wrote and which was 
a serially numbered report. What he told us, I believe, was that he 
had obtained an unnumbered copy of that report. My question is how 
does our printing office allow there to be unnumbered copies of a 
serially numbered report. I would have thought and hoped that the 
numbering went on automatically as they went through the presses and 
that certainly the printing establishment should not allow unnumbered 
copies to be delivered back even to the originator.

25X1A (|, Chief/Publications and Presentation Group/NFAC, 
advised that all NFAC finished intelligence publications are 
assigned NFAC report numbers and all classified publications 
have copy numbers. SC (Special Compartment)--Agency desig- 
nation for Special Intelligence documents--or TCS (TALENT 
Control System) numbers are assigned to all compartmented 
publications and appear on the cover of all compartmented 
publications. In the past not every page in such publica- 
tions had SC or TCS numbers, but in recent months it has 
been NFAC policy to put SC or TCS numbers on all pages as 
well as on covers.

SUBJECT: Control/Distribution of Unmmbered Copies 


STATINTL 


1. The undersigned talked to (NIO) and Dick 
(PPG) concerning the use and control of unnumbered copies 
or their respective publications. Both requesters had similar 
reasons for requesting extra copies (Usually 1 or 2, sometimes 
up to 10). 


2. The primary reason for requesting unnumbered copies is to 
have material available in the event of increased executive interest. 
There are also occasions when the official distribution (internal 
and external) may be increased for new customers. On occasions, there 
are requirements to sanitize a document for Cabinet level distribution 
and this would necessitate the use of an unnumbered copy. 


3. In all cases, the copy is released with a control number. 
In the case of an add-on, the document takes the next available 
number. When protocol is involved, the document is given a low 
number and the publication with that mmber is relisted with an 
A, B, C, etc.
